PACKER IS 
CLEARED OF 
SUSPICION

An inquest called as a result 
of the Costigan Report found 
that Mr Perrival Ian Coote, who 
died from shotgun wounds near 
his car outside Brisbane on Dec. 
16. 1982, had committed suidde. 

Mr Costigan in his report sug- 
gested that he had been 
murdered and a business associ- 
ate of Mr Packer might have 
been involved. 

Wide implications 

The coroner. Sir Arthur 
Robert Bourgoure, . said there 
was a complete lack of evidence 
to support a finding of murder. 
He was fully satisfied that Mr 
Coote would have been able to 
reach the trigger of the shot- 
gun with the gun up to his 
chest. 

A police inreslipatinn into 
Mr Cootc's death at the time 
had concluded that he had com- 
mitted suicide and had recom- 
mended against an inquest. 

The Coroner’s finding has 
implications that go far beyond 
the determination of the cause 
of Mr Coote’s death. A substan- 
tial <part of the largely-implied 
allegations against Mr Packer, 
and the credibility of the 
Costigan Report in as much as 
it concerned Mr Parker, is 
likely to be called into question.

particularly tbe Ipil Ipil. This 
is just one' of many species 
that can be used .and it is 
a valuable and fast growing 
aperies. I wish them success. 

The Men of the Trees have 
been saying just what Mr Copps 
wrote for the past 62 years.- 
The planting of trees is the 
only way that wholesale ero- 
sion can be prevented. The 
planting of trees is the only 
way waste lands can be brought 
back to fertility- 

.1 am proud th3t the Men of 
the. Trees were responsible for 
the start of tbe reclamation of 
the Sahara Desert in the 1960s 
and there is no doubt that we 
must help the people in the de- 
veloping countries, like the 


Sudan and Ethiopia, to plant 
trees for their lives. Until 
recently the Ethiopians were 
felling 200,000 hectare* a rear 
for firewood. It is no wonder 
that they are unable to grow 
their own food or combat 
drought. 

The Men of the Trees is an 
International organisation with 
members in 48 countries. Over 
the years we have helped, in a 
practical and financial way, 
various disaster areas including 
countries in - Africa and the 
Himalayas. 

It is difficult, fdr people to 
realise that forests are as much 
an endangered species as some 
animals and plants. We destroy 
11 million hectares more than 
we plant each year and in the 
process destroy the habitat. 

Tbe noble tree that does sn 
much For mankind, and all the 
endangered species, add with- 
out which none of us could 
exist, rarely gets a second 
thought or mention. 


Sixty per cent, of the world's 
population reties on firewood 
tor heating and cooking. Un- 
fortunately they mostly use 
open fires, practise a shifting 
method ol agriculture, and con- 
sider the planting of trees as 
none of their business. Because 
of the destruction of the forests 
of rb<» world some 25,000 mil- 
lion tonnes of soil are being 

washed away each year and it 
takes between 100 and 400 
years to create one centimetre 
of soil. We cannot go on as we 
are doing. . 

T believe that we must send 
experts into developing coun- 
tries to teach tbe people how 
they can preserve their (and for 
future generations, bv the 
planting of trees, and give the 
people in these countries wood 
burning stoves so that thev will 
use fuel more efficiently and 
probably cut their consumption 
of wood by half.

SJR— In reply to your recent 
report headed ‘‘Jail visitor 
boards criticised” I would 
say. as a member of the Board 
of Visitors for some time that 
our -training and experience of 
general life is sufficient to 
carry out the duties we are 
given by the Home Secretary. 

We do not rely on the views 
of senior staff too rvich. bnt 
must oe guided bv t,>em and 
the governor in matters con- 
nected with the general run- 
ning of prisons. 

We are encouraged to go 
and do go anywhere within the 
prison. 

Onlv recently X made a two- 
hour unannounced visit accom- 
panied bv the governor at 11 
p.m. and went through the 
whole jail. 

On our frequent rota visits 
wc report on matters mostly 
defined bv the prisoners, and 
onlv rarely do wc have prob- 
lem*? referred to us by staff. 

I agree that Boards at present 
do not contain a good cross- 
section of the community and 
b**ligvc the reason for this is 
that the majority of people in 
the “ manual worker ” class 
would not be able to take time 
off from their work to under- 
take duties. 

F.ven as a professional man 
I can onlv use my annual leave 
entitlement to earn- Dut my 
duties as a member of the 
Board or ■ Visitors. 

Prisoners do not regard us 
as ” credible watchdogs." al- 
though there Is nn doubt that 
we are credible and the best 
safeguard. 

We are accessible tn all 
prisoners at any time, and 
prisoners can cee "a single mem- 
ber of the Board at least onca 
a week or the full Board once 
a month. In our access to pri- 
soners we have the co-opera- 
tion of tbe Governor and his 
stall.

the ground flo°r of St Pancras 
London, as a gigantic beer store 
with the columns placed accord- 
to multiples of the size of 
Horton beer barrels. 

" Say ’ f or what were hop- 
yards meant Or why was Burton 
built on Trent? " is a question 
posed_ in ‘ A Shropshire Lad.” 
Why indeed? For the water for 
the beer does not come from 
the nver hut from underground 
springs and wells. Burton’s 
expansion as the brewing capital 
of Britain owed more to the rail- 
way than to the river, but beer 
nasjbcen brewed there for cen- 
turies and the town is much 
more ancient than might be sup- 
posed, There was once a large 
Benedictine Abbey, dedicated 
to the obscure St Mod wen a, who 
came from Ireland in the 7th 
century to found a mission 
church on an .island in the 
Trent. 

There was also a Tong and re- 
markable . mediaeval bridge 
across the river of 56 irregular 
arches. This easily defensible 
structure was the scene of a 
fierce engagement in 1522 be- 
tween royal forces and those of 
the Earl of Lancaster. Subse- 
quently. a chapel was erected on 
the- bridge for the saying of 
masses for the souls of the 
slain. 

Sadly, this venerable bridge 
can no -longer be used for, in 
3867, the Midland ' Hail way 
obliged by rebuilding ft. Nor 
can the abbey be seen today, 
apart .from the few fragments 
built into the Victorian Abbey 
Inn. The rest of the structure 
was cleared in 1720 and re- 
placed by the present parish 
church. This is a handsome 
stone Georgian building, also 
dedicated to St Modwena. which 
has a fine site between the 
Market Square and a spacious 
churchyard on the banks of the 
Trent Internally, it retains the 
pews and boasts a particularly 
magnificent organ case, the

work of the young James Wyatt 
fcs 1770. 

Most unfortunately. Wyatt’s 
Town Hall of the same * date 
has long since disappeared, but. 
a number of decent Georgian 
houses still survive in the High- 
Street and in Horuingiow 
Street. Otherwise the character 
of Burton is . essentially 
Victorian. 

Burton ale was first intro- 
duced to LondOD in 1625 but 
it was the canal and railway 
which stimulated the rapid 
development of the brewing 
industry. By 1900, 25 firms had 
erected enormous breweries 
and mailings in Burton, occupy- 
ing in ail 300 acres of land. 
Thanks to an Act of Parliament 
of 1860. these were all con- 
nected with the main line by 
an intricate network of over 
20 miles of private railway, 
which crossed the streets on 
the level. 

The greatest of the breweries 
was that of Messrs Bass, origin- 
aJfly founded in 3777. By the 
end of the 19th century It occu- 
pied 145 acres and constituted 
the 11 largest ale and bitter beer 
brewery in the world." This 
pre-era inen^e was very much 
the achic aient of Michael 
Thomas Bass, Who died in 1884. 

As weQ as being a success- 
ful businessman and industrial-, 
ist Bass was respected as a 
philanthropist. As M P for 
Derby for ' more than 50 
years, he worked to improve 
the conditions of railwaymen 
and opposed the temperance 
movement as. being against the 
interests of the working 
classes^ Among other 
benefactions, Bass paid for the 
erection of St Paul’s Church 
and the adjacent Institute — now 
the Town Hall. Both are 
Gothic Revival piles of the 1870s 
which rises above the typical red- 
brick terraces. 

The name of Bass still looms 
large in Burton-on^Trent- but 
times have changed. Mergers 
and new methods in brewing 
hpve reduced the. number of 
breweries, leaving many build- 
ings redundant. The private 
railways have disappeared from 
the streets and several of the 
old streets themselves have been 
spoiled by modern shopping 
centres of typical bapality. 

Yet the greatest threat to 
Burton's distinct character is 
the loss of the old' brewery 
buildings. Too many have gone 
already and a. public' inquiry, 
recently took place to decide 
whether Bass’s New Brewery, a 
listed building, should he demo- 
lished to make a car park. This 
is a simple and noole brick 
structure of 2864 right in the 


centre of the town and - is the 
oldest surviving Victorian 
brewery. 

. Of course it is difficuh'to find 
new uses for old industrial 
buildings but the effort must 
be made. Perhaps the - New 
Brewery should be a museum, ■ 
for -while Messrs Bass already 
run- : a fine Brewing Museum,

It is sad that there is still 
blinkered predudice against in- 
dustrial buildings for, in truth, 
the great factories, warehouses, - 
docks and viaducts of the In- ■ : ,t ■ \ ■ 
dustrial Revolution are just 1 as 
important . monuments of our 'S'- 
nation '5 history as our cathedrals 
and country houses.

EVER SINCE Veronese in 
the Doge’s Palace took part 
In the decoration of the Sad a 
del Maggior Consigtio, that 
grandest of all rooms, and. 
ior many years, worked 
for the good nuns of the 
adjoining convent in the 
modest church of San Sebas- 
tiano, he has been recognised 
as one of the most appealing 
of artists. 

Men with very different-back- 
grounds, of various faiths and 
varying degrees of. faith, have 
warmed - to Veronese. Buskin, 
when writing in “Praeterita " 
of. his experience in Turin 
standing before Veronese's 
“Queen of Sheba before Solo- 
mon ’’ and listening 'tD a band 
playing in front of the palace, 
summed it up when he wrote: 
“-as the perfect colour and 
sound gradually asserted their 
power- -on- me, they seemed 
finally to fasten me in the old 
article of Jewish- fakh, that 
things done' delightfully and 
righHy were always done by 
the help and in the Spirit of 
God.’* ’ ; ' 

Veronese has frequently 
prompted "purple ■ patches. 
Today we regard most of - them 


with cynicism, for the cleaning 
of many Veroneses has taught 
us that all too often the sump- 
tuous “golden glow” attri- 
buted- to his works was noth- 
ing more than discoloured var- 
nish. We have come to 
realise that, despite the appeal 
of bis painting. Veronese is 
not a simple artist. 

With his massive monograph 
of 1976. Terisio Pignatti put the 
study of Veronese on a sound 
basis, but he did not deal with 
the drawings in detail. Yet 
with Veronese they matter 
desperately. Unlike Titian, but 
like Tintoretto, he made use of 
drawing for a variety of pur- 
poses, not least in the prepara- 
tion of his finished works. The 
old generalisations concerning 
Florentine “disegno” and 
Venetian “colorito” have long 
been interpreted too literally. 


Just bow important drawing 
is for the understanding of 
Veronese has now been proved 
by the publication of a book by 
an English art - historian*. 
Richard Cocke’s study of 
Veronese's -drawings goes 
beyond advancing understand- 
ing and appreciation of a great 
artist and, at the same time, its 
use is a pleasure for it is one

of tfie best organised art books 
of recent years. 

•The study of Old Master 
drawings has been put on a 
systematic basis only in the 
years since the last war. For 
this we have above 'all to thank 
the Fondazione Cini in Venice, 
on the island of San Giorgio 
for. under the guidance of Prof. 
Alessandro Bettagno. they have 
held a series of exhibitions of 
Venetian drawings which have 
transformed understanding of 
the role of drawings in the For- 
mation of an artist's style and 
in the creation of particular 
works. 

Richard Cocke's book on 
Veronese will not be forgotten 
both for what it reveals about 
Veronese and because it is 
among the first major books to 
make systematic use of the 
lessons learnt from the Fon- 
datione Cini and from the exhi- 
bitions and catalogues spon- 
sored fay other institutions such 
as the Departments of Prints 
and Drawings of the Louvre and 
the Uffizi. 

Today, whether an artist is a 
household name such as 
Veronese or a comparatively 
minor figure, his reputation wiil 
depend upon a varietv of 
factors including some, such as 
where his works have finished 
up and if they appear on the 
art' market, which have nothing 
whatever to do with merit. Also 
crucial are the arguments of 
the art historians. This new 
book on Veronese's drawings 


provides ample proof of this, 
if only because it doubles thp 
number ot drawings attributed 
to him. Yet on another level, 
because it underlines 
Veronese’s versatility as a 
draughtsman, the book will 
enhance his reputation. 

This is not to say that 
Richard Cocke's study of Veron- 
ese as a drjugbtman is perfect. 
That would not be possible: far 
more important, it has defined 
Veronese's greatness as a 
draughtsman and will stimulate 
discussion. The lessons of San 
Giorgio have been well learned. 

Another example of how they 
should be applied is provided 
by the exhibition . “ Civilta del 
Seicento a Napoli” which 
remains in Naolcs until next 
April. This vast exhibition is 
so -important because it demon- 
strates how drawings can be 
used to enhance our under- 
standing both of an artist's 
overall achievement- and of his 
working methods. 

This is something which in 
America has. thanks to Jonathan 
Brown and others, been ex- 
plored in the case of one 17th- 
century artist from Naples. 
Their studies of Ribera’s draw- 
ings have confirmed both his 
brilliance and his versatility 
and now with his cataloguing 
of the Ribera drawings in 
Naples an English scholar, 
Julien Stock, has further de- 
monstrated how vital drawings 
are for our understanding of an 
artist. 


to Joyce, Mean and Picasso. 

Though the lvcs case remains 
unproven, as was astutely pre- 
dicted by Aaron Copland r* far 
hack as' 50 years ago. there is 
probably no longer any doubt 
about his position as the 
toughest, the most dariucly in- 
novative representative of that 
pioneering train in _ American 
muse. It has a spirit of inde* 
pendent radicalism that stret- 
ches from the 18th-century 
Bostonian Williams Billinas 
through such figures as Cowell. 
Nancarrow and the salty New

In the imaginative universe 
celebrated by Prof. Daven- 
port in the stimulating unpre- 
dictability and unexpected 
associations not only of his 
essavs, hut also of his own re- 
markably original short stories, 
it if only natural th;** Tv*-i 
should be allotted his rightful 
place alongside the poets Poe 
and Whitman. Pound. Zirkofsky, 
Olsen and Marianne Moore. 

Ives may have been almost 
alone, as the Professor suggests, 
in staging so breathtaking a 
musical declaration of independ- 
ence from Europe, but in the 
more popular mind it is Copland 
himself who still represents the 
most instantly recognisable face 
of American music: whether in 
his jai/-in spired pieces of the 
1920s. his cowboy ballets “ Billy 
the Kid,” or Rodeo.” the 
laconic utterances of such 
“hardbitten” pieces as the 
Piano Variations, Short Sym- 
phony and “Statements” for 
orchestra, the school opera. 
“The Second Hurricane,” choral 
works and much else besides. 

Immediately on his return to 
the United Stales from his 
studies in Paris with Nadia 
Boulanger in his eariv twenties, 
he seems to have become the 
natural and generally acknow- 
ledged leader of the new 
American music. Nor was that 
leadership confined exclusively 
lb his deliberate efforts to 
create a truly indigenous 
American music, or to the ex- 
ample that he set by what Virgil 
Thompson has called in another 
context his “ consecrated profes- 
sionalism.” 

For he just as quickly became 
the focal point of. many differ- 
ent interests and activities, as is 
clearly revealed In reading 
through the elegantly printed 
and produced, and lavishly illus- 
trated. first volume of his auto- 
biography. written in collabora- 
tion with Vivian Periis. and pub- 
lished to coincide with his 84th. 
birthday on November 14.*'

Though he seems from-, the 
start to have kept diaries; to 
have saved every letter, every 
scrap of information with the 
idea of one day writing his auto 
biography, it was only when he 
stopped composing in the eiarl- 
*70s that his intention was 
eventually realised. Its form is 
unusual. Growing out of a scries 
of taped interviews with Vivian 
Periis, Copland's own vcr> 
soher narrative is interspersed 
with brief historical interludes 
by Miss Periis and vivid tittl 
pc-n -portraits of the a man b.'

Thus it encompasses at once 
three interacting levels of in

a chronological, modestly ' de- 
tailed account of the nature, 
performance and reception' of 
each of his works.

TWO . dozen starlines had 
settled in the twiggy branches 
at the top of a tall dead tree. 
They were fidaeting as usual, 
when going to roost, like people 
arriving at. a party making up 
their minds who to sit with. 
.Then six large black birds flew 
in. The starlines nearest them 
moved over, conceding them 
space oo one side of the tree- 
top. a clear instance of species 
segregation. 

Whether the newcomers were 
rooks or crows was difficult to 
say at that distance and in the 
fading light, and in the absence 
of binoculars. Six was too few 
for rooks going to roost, too 
many for crows. Then one called 
and gave the game away. 

The call of a rook is almost 
a jubilant note compared with 
the harsh complaining of a 
crow. Even so, they are 
sufficiently alike to perplex aH 
but the experienced ear. 

At close range a rook betravs 
itself by the grev skin at the 
base of tbe beak, its jaunty 
walk and the loose feathers on 
its flanks looking like baggy 
trousers. At a moderate distance 
only the posture when actually 
calling is infallibly diagnostic. 

When a rook calls it lowers 
its head so that beak, neck and 
back are approximately in the 
same horizontal. line. At the 
same time it brings its tail up 
in an erect fan. 

By contrast. a crow raises its 
head and brings it down again 
as it calls, at the same time 
depressing and fanning the tail, 
almost forming a C, turned 
through 90 degrees so that its 
open side is more or less down- 
wards. C for crow is a good 
way of remembering which is 
which. «

WNO’s La Boheme 


AS SO OFTEN happens, the 
production of Puccini’s " La 
Boheme ” staged by Goran 
Jarvefelt for the Welsh 
National Opera seemed to 
undergo, from the start of the 
third act, a sudden and 
dramatic transformation, 
possessing from then onwards 
an extraordinarily powerful 
grip. 

First presented in Cardiff in 
May. it was the third of the 
operas that the company is 
bringing to the Dominion 
Theatre for its short London 
season. 

While exploiting to the full 
the ample acting area left bv 
the airv, dean-lined, attractively 
utilitarian sets designed by 
Michael Jeargan. the strictly 
conventional direction in the 
first two acts, and in tbe 
Dominion’s unhelpfully vast 
snaces, had a rather discursive 
effvet, shooting off at tangents, 
and overlaid with a fussy 
%eneer of apparent! v unco- 
ordinated busyness. Nor had 
the conductor Julian Smith yet 
solved the theatre’s always 
tricV*- prot^ems of balance, the 
vividlv charged emotional 
tirge'ncv of his -conducting 
creating an often striking veil 
of orchestral sound between the 


audience and direct contact 
with the singers. 

It was hardly the fault of 
the Marcello of Henry Newman. 
Collin e of Matthew Best and 
Scbaunard of Mark Holland, if 
in the earlier scenes their 
conversation fcy-play appeared 
rather remote and incidental, 
or if the Musetta of Christine 
Tea re. while taking every 
advantage of .what has never 
seemed to me 2 n especially 
grateful role, made less than 
its perhaps anticipated impact. 

By the beginning of -the third 
act. however, the balance 
between stage and orchestra 
had been skilfully adjusted to 
give a much sharper definition 
to the voices. The 'producer’s 
now starklv simplified direction 
also enabled the infinitely 
tender and affecting, and beau- 
tifuJIv snng.

INGMAR BERGMAN made his 
international name in the 
cinema. Now 66 and taking 
stock, he devotes himself pri- 
marily to theatre and television. 
A 210-minute version of the 
autobiographical “Fanny and 
Alexander" has been seen on 
the larger screen, but those of 
us who have waited for the 
complete 530-rainnte epic, to be 
transmitted on BBC2 as a 
Christmas treat, are likely to 
have the best deal.

Robertson, two mime artists 
who - bave joined together to 
form Mime Thea'ire Project, had 
what seemed like a good -idea 
for their first programme: a 
satire of “Thunderbirds,” the 
T V puppet series popular with 
children a generation -ago. 

" FAB ” brought back to The 
Place for. a short season ending 
tonight begins promisingly. A

Fifteen years ago,, the. .Pan-', 
handle, «' the stretch from 
the Suwannee river to Penu- 
cob is known, may well have 
been condominium-free; ' now 
•it- is boomsvifle. 

The marketing term is 
“ underdeveloped." This means 
not as bad. as the south. But, 
if building .continues at the 
present pace, what it will be 
like in five years time ‘does 
not bear thinking about. 

Just now the balance- be- 
tween nature and rapacious 
development is bearable and 
there are still uiHes of distinc- 
tive, snow-white quarts sand. 

The sand is still the feature 
ef which the Panhandle is 
proudest. The sand-spit keys 
which lie parallel to. the coast 
dotted with sea oats are the 
whitest on America's gulf 
shore* and give off an almost 
Alpine glare when the sun 
is -out. The coastal waterway 
behind is calmer than’ the Gulf 
and appeals to holiday sailors. 

Southern families vacation 
here.. There h wildlife to look 
at, including alligators and,- 
indeed, raccoons, in the state 
preserves, which are fairly 
liberally dotted . along the 
coast and. are. well provided 
with American -style camping 
sites.

Panama City seems to sum 
up the best and worst in 
North Western Florida. Its 14 
miles of coast does include the 
main Panama City beach which 
is covered in high-rise blocks, 
theme parks and plastic .dino- 
saurs. 

But. -a sign of the future 
perhaps, Panama -City • also 
boasts private beaches and ex- 
clusive resorts -for .those pre- 
pared ‘to* pay; such as Bay 
Point, a collection of low-rise 
“ town • houses " and -apart- 
ments ’ across the eoastal 
waterway from the gloriously 
uodeveloped SheH Island.'

£LEARING banks and police planning to 
transfer confidential records on to a 
centralised system of data exchange would 
provide a valuable new playground for com- 
puter code breakers, or “ hackers.” 

Martin.’* a teenage computer expert and one of 
an elite 10 or so hackers, said yesterday: "As long as 
computer systems are designed by hu man s, then, 
given time and patience, 
humans will- break into 


them.” 

The hackers have been 
playing havoc with computer 
■security systems this week. 

. Martin's warning comes at a 
time when the major clearing 
banks Barclays. Lloyds and 
National Westminster, and tbe 
Metropolitan Police are believed

There are about 200 computer 
enthusiasts who dabble in hack- 
ing on_ home- computers.

Hackers, too,. have their "off 
days.” Martin chose to demon- 
strate his skills to me by pene- 
trating “ Medilink.” an infor- 
mation service for doctors.

Then he 
typed out a pirated user num- 
ber and a four-character pass- 
word. Within seconds, the 
screen was welcoming him by 
the name of tbe doctor whose 
password he had waylaid. 

Roaming through the pages 
on offer, he called up financial 
news, current affairs, and a 
" health service demonstration, 
courtesy, of Oueen Elizabeth 
Hospital, Birmingham.” 

Martin described rhp sy«t'* T » 
as “a treelike strurture with 
each branch eventually leading 
to another.” But it was. clear 
that on this occasion he was 
stuck on a bough.

Wells Kelly, 55. drummer with 
the American rock band. Meat- 
loaf, choked to death doubled 
up over railings after taking 
heroin and cocaine, an inquest 
was told at Westminster yester- 
day.

pate. They will thus go on buying 
the stock until their holding more 
nearly equates with the stock 
market proportion. Moreover they 
seem prepared to pay over the 
odds on the ground that their 
initial allotment was bought at au 
exceptionally favourable price. 

The American institutions arc in 
the reverse situation. British 
Telecom is not one of their core 
stocks. They were offered the 
chance of nearly doubling their 
initial investment. And since the 
second rule of institutional invest- 
ment is that you take exceptional 
profits immediately, they knew' 
what to do. 


British institutions may con- 
sciously pay over the .odds tor 
British Telecom but that still 
implies an idea of what consti- 
tutes a proper price. Trading at 
92‘2P in their 5Up-paid foinK the 
shares would be quoted at 
fully paid. At that level the pros- 
pective dividend .\ield is a little 
under 5'^ p.c. Is that dear or 
cheap ? 

To American investors, the 
shares undoubtedly appear expen- 
sive at current prices. That is 
because American telephone com- 
panies are showing yields of well 
over 6 p.c. Bui the British invest- 
ing public has no other licensed 
monopoly, operating at the fron- 
tiers of electronic technology, as 
a comparison. 

Rather the argument is that 
British Telecom shows up weil 
against the return of 4-6 p.c. 
calculated on the F T all-share 
index of 759 stocks. Strictly speak- 
ing the all-share yield should bo 
adjusted upwards 10 reflect 
expected dividend increases: but 
even su British Telecom’s return 
looks attractive. 

In the case of private investors, 
they can also add on a bit to take 
account of either their telephone 
vouchers or their right to an addi- 
tional free share at a later dale. 

In sum. what these considera- 
tions suggest is that at 92‘rp 
British Telecom is reasonably 
valued, perhaps even a little cheap; 
but investors have already seen 
the big profits. 

Yet it bears repeating that if 
the stock market as a whole 
declines. British Telecom will tall 
with the rest. In addition it is 
always imprudent Lo own only a 
single investment. Investors should 
use the money they uere unable 
to subscribe for the British 
Telecom issue because allotments 
were scaled down to spread their 
risks by buying other shares or a. 
conventional unit trust.

Interesting developments 

in goodwill season 


THIS is the time of vrar when 
Scritinitb traditionally «.alls 
upon kind-hearted readers to 
keep lonely directors company' 
over the festive season. 

Several quoted companies 
hold general meetings just 
before Christmas and the New 
Year, Unless shareholders are 
willing to make a special effort 
to attend these could easily be 
held wiLh no investors present 
at all. 

One gathering which look-; as 
if it could draw a respectable 
turnout, despite its dale and 
timing, is the annual meeting

The" two meetings are in 
Birmingham on the momins of 
December 19. They will' be 
chaired by Prof. Roger Perry, 
a former non- executive director 
who took over when chairman 
b>ir Neil Marten left in Julv. 
Former managing director John 
Dutton has resigned due. to 
illness and director Derek 
Hathaway left after accepting 
an appointment in America. 

Points of interest mav in- 
clude the fact that £381.000 of 
the pre-tax loss came from an 
extraordinary debit involving 
the “write-off of goodwill" 
arising from acquisition of 
assets and trading of Gavinmain 
1983. the company co- founded 
by Mr Dutton which effectively 
formed the new Dutom Mcdi- 
teeb. 

Over the year the comoany 
repaid a £10,000 loan made to 
it by one "f Mr Dutton’s com- 
panies at tbe somewhat cautious 
interest rate of 4-5 p.c. over 
Barclay's base rate. 

Prof. Perry tells sharehold- 
ers that there is stilt " good 
potential ** for Dutton and that 
recent progress is encouraging.

IT IS easy to switch your sav- 
ings between different building 
societies and make the most of 
interest rates. But can it be 
done with mortgages ? 

Now that there is such a 
divergence of home loan rates 
—the top 20 societies alone offer 
16 different rates between them 
—it is clear that some bor- 
rowers could save themselves 
hundreds of pounds by paying 
off their existing loans and re- 
mortgaging with a cheaper bank 
or building society. 

But whereas it costs nothing 
to move savings, unless you in- 
cur penalties by. breaking the 
notice oF withdrawal roles, it 
is a different matter when it 
comes to moving your home 
loan. 

The initial costs can add iip 
to a fairiv hefty bill. But this 
may stUI be worth paying if a 
switch means, you save well 
over -£1.000 a year in outlay 
on a £50.000 home loan. 

You could make this scale of 
saving by switching your mort- 
gage from a society now charg- 
ing 14 p.c. far a £50.000 mort- 
gage — for. example the Mid- 
s hires in the top 20 — to the 
United Bank of Kuwait- with a 
rate of only 11-25 p.c for loans 
of £40,000 and over. The switch 
means a saving in outlay -of 
nearly £90 a month. 

“ We are quite happy to re- 
mortgage properties provided 
the loan does not exceed 70 p.c 
of valuation." says United 
Bank's Mark Burton. “ Between 
15 and 20 p.c of our lending is 
now for re-mortgages.”

Lloy.ds and Midland are also 
prepared to consider remort- 
gages. Lloyds’ top rate of 12*75 

p.c. is not particularly competi- 
tive. 

Nor is Midland's at 12-5 p.c., 
but large borrowers could 
improve, their cash .flow by -a 
switch , to the bank. 

The. Midland is thought to be 
alone in the way. it arranges 
repayments on' loans over 
£30.000. Generally speaking, bor- 
rowers over this limit -make 
“ gross ” monthly repayments, 
claiming the tax relief' due on 
the first £50,000 of the loan 
back through their tax allow- 
ances. 

This means a higher monthly 
outlay although, of course, the 
relief filters through in the 
shape of a lower tax bill. How- 
ever,. the taxman has been 




known to lake months lo set 
allowances altered fur mortgage 
interest. 

\\ the Midland borrowers pay 
the first pjrt of their Joan 
“net" of basic rate tax 
together with “ S r . os . s ’ re P J - v ' 
ments for the remaining part of 
the loan. Hicher rate taxpayers 
claim their extra entitlement to 
relief from the tjxman. 

This combination of not and 
gross pavmcnls means a saving 
of £67-50 a month if you 
switched lo a £50.000 home 
loan with all “ cross " repay- 
ments to the Midland. 

Barclays' mortgage rate is 
cheaper than Midland and 
Llovds at 12-125 p.c., but the 
bank is not keen lo take on 
remortgages. Nationwide and 
Woolwich BuiMinC Societies 
also sec financins house moves 
and home improvements as 
their main priority, although 
•they charge onlv M-75 p.c. 
regardless of the ?i/e of loan. 

Most banks and building 
societies will lend only as much 
as your existing morlgjge wh»*n 
you switch unless you are carry- 
ing out home improvements. 

However. Cheltenham & 
Gloucester says it will remort- 
gage for a higher level regard- 
less of what you in Lend to do 
with the money. 

.Remember that when you 
switch you gamble that the 
relationship between different 
lenders’ interest rates will 
remain unchanged tor some 
time and that you continue to 
save on repayments. 

The shorter time you need 
before the sayings on monthly 
repayments outweigh the costs 
involved, the more beneficial a 
switch will be.

LOCALS. STILL PAYING 'GROSS' 


THOUGH 'basks -will next 
April join the building societies 
in dedueting fucome tax' before 
paying interest, investors can 
still get one extra year's grace 
of gross interest from one 
source other, than National 
Saving*— from local authority 
bonds. 

But the Revenue has already 
rang the bell on this one: 
“ time " has been called for 
April 1986. Any individual who 
invests in a local authority bond 
from' now onwards (or who 
bought one on November 19 or 
later this year) will have basic 
rate tax deducted at source oa 
the interest as from April 1986. 

Although the Revenue has 
moved more slowly on local 
authorities than they have with 
banks, the Chartered Institute 
of Public Finance & Accoun- 
tancy (CIPFA) has not been 
entirely happy over the way 
the changeover has been imple- 
mented. 

Unlike bank deposits, the 
majority of local authority loans 
are issued for fixed periods of 
years (generally .between one 
and 10) so that people invest- 
ing now in a 1 two year or longer 
band will not be able to move 
their money elsewhere once the 
new scheme comes in. 

The last date for investing 
in bonds where income win con- 
tinue to be - paid -gross was 
moved forward once, from July 
to Nov. 19, but CIPFA and 
many of the local authorities 
are still concerned that indivi- 
duals may have bought long- 
term bounds after that date, 
being unaware that the compo- 


site rate system will be imposed 
on them as from April J986. 

Indeed, the Revenue 
announcement of the Nov. 19 
cut-off date was made on Nov. 
20.- so it was hardly a case of 
advance warning. 

“ We have been worried 
because our investors are typi- 
cally older people, . particu- 
larly widows, who may well not 
be liable to tax. We have been 
trying very hard to get the 
message across — but even some 
-of the local authorities them- 
selves are .only just becoming 
aware of the implications ” 
according to Jane Clarke of the 
CIPFA loans bureau. 

□ □ □ 

Bonds bought before the cut- 
off date of Nov. 19 will, how- 
ever, continue to pay interest 
gross throughout their original 
term. 

The arrangements for deduc- 
tion of tax will be the same 
as those which currently apply 
to building societies. For the 
forthcoming tax year, 1985-86, 
the. “ composite rate'* has been, 
set at -25^ p.c., somewhat less 
than the 30 p.c. basic rate to 
reflect the fact that a propor- 


tion of investors are noo- 
taxpayers. 

Announcements oq the com- 
posite rate fry the' following 

tax year are always made by 
December 31 of the previous 
calendar year, and this rate 
is then fixed, even if the 
Budget were to increase per- 
sonal allowances or alter the 
basic tax rate. 

Investors who arc interested 
in taking out a local authority 
loan will find the Loans Bureau 
the fount of ail wisdom. The 
bureau is run by CIPFA and 
its advice is offered free to. 
members of the public who tele- 
phone. 

Tbp bureau compiles a 
weekly list of all loans on offer 
(ranging at any time from Adur 
District Council to Yeovil) in- 
cluding their term, minimum 
investment and interest rate. 

If you have an idea of . how 
much you want to invest and for 
how long, tbe bureau will tell 
you which are the best offer- 
ings in that category. Minimum 
investment can range from £500 
(occasiouallv £250) up to. 
£10.000. The Daily Telegraph 
prints best overall rates each.

THREE-QUARTERS of emfloy- 
t*es in company pension 
schemes have no hope of re- 
ceiving their maximum pen- 
sion on retirement, according 
to the estimates of one major 
pensions company. 

The Inland Revenue will 
'allow a maximum pension of up 
to two-thirds of your final 
remuneration from age fifl 
(assuming at least 10 rears 
service). Tf .vour employer pro- 
vides you with a “two ‘thirds " 
company pension scheme, 
whether it is contributory or 
not, you may think vou will 
end up with two-thirds of your 
salary as a pension.

Employers are also allowed

In' the example, therefore, the 
employee would be payinc. at 
6 p.c a year, a contribution of

whereas. he could contribute up 
to £1,R00 (15 p.c. of £12.000). 

A V C schemes have both at- 
tractions 1 and drawbacks. The 
benefits are that . contributions 
are eligible for tax relief at the 


highest rilte paid on yourjnconie 
and the funds in which they are 
invested enjoy growth wthout 
liability to income or gains ra-v 

The drawbacks are that con- 
tributions have. to be made for 
at least five years or until 
retirement if _ earlier. Once 
started, contributions cannot 
normally be stopped, except in 
cases of hardship or where the 
employee changes jobs. How- 
ever, Hie level of contributions 
may fluctuate from year to 
year. 

There are also different ways 
in which the A V G operates. 
For example, the “added 
years” basis is used where an 
individual's service with' -a 
company is too short to provide 
the maximum pension, so the 
additional contributions . ' are 
simply buying extra years..

Most bond" investors are not 
aware of the fact that, their

Prosper, whose bondholders 
actually see the difference, as 
their return is only adjusted 
for gains tax -when they cash

ACCORDING to tfac banks, 
about 90 p.c. of people da 
not know of. or, at least, 
do not use their specialist in- 
surance services. Yet all the 
major high street banks have 
bad separate subsidiaries deal- 
ing with insurance advice, quo- 
tations and policies far a de- 
cade or so.

They are not 
special Lloyds Bank insurances, 
but selected from a list of 
more than a hundred insurance 
companies* contracts whose 
details are stored on their 
computer and updated regu- 
larly. 


It is not only’ persona! 
policies. Companies are catered 
for too. Employees' health in- 
surance and pension plans are 
available — as is cover for the 
premises, stock, commercial 
transactions, fira. theft and 
more. Loan repayment insur- 
ance is offered too, plus travel 
or holiday insurance. 

Lloyds is not unique: Mid- 
land. NatWest, Barclays, the 
Royal Bank of Scotland and 
others also provide similar ser- 
vices. 

Banks may be slower to give 
a less personal service than 
your local broker, but they 
could be ■ worth a visit next 
time you want to renew or 
increase I policy. After ell. 
you could have the pleasure 
of telling your bank manager 
that YOU want to see HIM 
about something.

NATIONAL Westminster's Cash 
Wise account — introduced last 
year as an attempt to attract 
the previously unbanked — is 
to h tended next March. Hie 
reason is that the 10,009 cus- 
tomers attracted is well short 
of expectations — probably 
thanks to the cheque book 
accounts- now offered by build- 
ing societies. One suspects the 
cost of Cash Wise did not look 
attractive to the ub banked 
either. 

Cash . Wise customers .were 
offered an interest paying 
account from which direct 
debits and standing orders 
could be made — and if -they 
wanted — a cheque book sup- 
plied. 

Cash could be .withdrawn 
through Nat west and Midland 
bank machines too. and custom- 


eras were entitled to run up 
overdrafts without prior per- 
missions. 

Hie rate charged to borrow- 
ers is l 1 * p.c. a month — 
equivalent to 19 l j p.c. a year, 
which is slightly cheaper than 
a credit card, but not cheap. 
Interest of 5 p.c. .gross is 
paid . to savers. Neither rate 
has changed throughout the 
account's short life. 

Customers were encouraged 
to have a deposit account pay- 
ing the usual 7-day interest 
(itself now only 6^ p.c.) on 
sums' voluntarily — and freely 
— transferred. 

Hie rest of the account is 
not free though. Customers are 
charged £1*50 a month bank 
charges^' That allows them as 
many direct debits, standing 
orders or machine withdrawals 


as they like — though the un- 
banked are unlikely to have 
many demands. Cheques come 
in p re -paid books of five at a 
cost of S5p each (against 29p 
to other paying customers ». 
which is anything but attrac- 
tive. 

Until the end of next year. 
Cash Wise customers are being 
given the chance to swap to 
other Natwest accounts, with 
the guarantee that current 
account charges will not exceed 
the same- annual £18 they pay 
now. 

Hiere will be no Interest how- 
ever, other than the notional 
3 p.c. winch offsets charges to 
all Natwest customers who do 
not keep their balance over 
£100. Natwest customers also 
pay £3 quarterly unless they 
have £500 in a deposit account 
too.
